its holy significance in Christen- 
dom. 

To those- who like to ponder on 
the world as it was when the In- 
fant Jesus was born, and on the 
‘growth of Christianity, some del- 

ving into the researches about 
_Christmas can be a rewarding ex- 
‘perience. Any tendency: to take 
Christmas for granted disappears 
‘in the fascinating study of the 
early Christian church and its 
growth in the face of resistance. 

A comparison of Biblical refer- 
ences with archaeological and his- 
torical researches discloses that 
Christ was preblably born before 
4B. C. — in other words, ‘the pres- 
ent year is not 1962 of theChrist- 
ian era but at least 1966. 

Evidence to support this relates 
to the reign and death of Herod. 
1/An eclipse of the moon in 4B. C., 
which coincided with a Jewish re- 
ligious festival, has helped histor- 
jans to fix the death of Herod at 
about this time —- and when he 
died, according to the New Testa- 
ment, the young Jesus, Joseph and 
Mary were living in Egypt.
